Showing gains of more than $26,- 
000,000 in resources and 43,000 in 
depositors in the past six months, 
and with total resources of .more 
than $326,000,000 the statement of the 
Bank of Italy published yesterday, was 
declared iby business men to be an 
“antidote for any forebodings of con- 
ditions in the state.”
